Mt. Abram snowmaking 
loan approved ‘by SBA 


The financial pieces of Mt. Abram Ski 
Slope’s plan to put in snowmaking at 
the Locke Mills ski area continued to fall 
into ‘place last week as the Small 
Business Administration approved the 
loan agreement between the company 
and the Oxford Bank, in Oxford, 

The loan, for $300,000, will pay 75 
percent of the cost of the snowmaking 
system. The remaining $100,000 will 
be paid by a state economic develop- 
ment grant, approved last month. 

When informed of SBA’s approval 
late last week, Mt, Abram 
spokeswoman Jean Anton said, “We 
were just so pleased.” 

She declined to give a date for the 
start of the work, which entails putting 
in water pipes and snow guns, until 
some final details of the project are 
worked out. However, work is expected 
to start sometime this spring and be 
completed.in. time for next season. .

| Selectmen OK 5% increase 


in wages of town’s workers 


The Bethel Board of Selectmen last 
Wednesday night approved an average 
5 percent wage increase for town 
workers, The increase followed the 
recommendation of Town Manager 
Rodney Lynch. A short executive ses- 
sion was held prior to the. vote. 

Only three members: of the board 
were present for the first budget session. 
Danny Davis had resigned from the 
board Jast month, and Chairman Arlan 
Jodrey was absent. Vice-chairman Peter 
Haines chaired the meeting, 

In addition to disposing of the salary 
question, the selectmen also accepted 
Mr, Lynch's recommendations for the 
police, fire, and ambulance budgets, 

The Police Department budget was 
pencilled in at $29,995, up from 
$29,135 in the current fiscal year. 

The Fire Department budget was 
listed at $18,695, down from $21,735 
in the current year. And the Ambulance 
Service budget was pegged at $29,950, 
up from the current $26,500, 

Monday night, the selectmen again 
held a budget session, with Selectmen 
Jodrey, Dooen and Kennett present. 
They gave preliminary approval to the 
following public works projects in-next 
year's budget: $21,000 for hot top and 
$1,500.for town labor to repair the Flat 
Road, and to plant trees there to stop 
the snow from drifting: $15,000 for 
sidewalk improvements on Main Street; 
$2,500 for reconstruction of Park Street; 


W. Paris likely 


$18,000 for paving Paradise Road for 


a distance of 2,300 feet starting at the — 


intersection with. Broad Street. 
The board also agreed to. submit to 
the Budget Committee the following re- 


quests for funding for social service - 


agencies; Tri-County Mental Health, 
$2,340; Androscoggin Home Health, 


$1,170; Western Area Agency on Ag+ 
ing, Inc,, $2,100; Tri-County Family. 


Planning Services, $200; Oxford Coun-- 
ty Community Services, $1,895; 
Western Maine Transportation, $710; 
Project Graduation, $100; Bethel Area 
Chamber of.Commerce, $100. 

In general, the board turned downall 
requests for increased funding, choos- 
ing to use the same funding Jevels as 
last. year. They also. turned thumbs 
down on all new requests for funding, 
except for the request from the Bethel 
Area Chamber of Commerce. This. re- 
quest met with opposition from Chair- 


man Jodrey, but Selectmen Dooen and ; 
' Kennett supported the argument of 
Town Manager Lynch: “It’s kind of an - 


embarrassment for the other towns to 
support it and we not.” (Both

cinerator, his board will have no choice -

“The impending closure is coming 
none too soon for the state Department 
of Environmental Protection, which had 
an inspector in the town last Thursday.

“It’s beyond 
full,” she contiyiued, “They're going to 
have to do.,’something to find an 
alternative. “/ 

However, having found what they 
consider an acceptable alternative, the 
West Paris selectmen cannot simply 
begin trucking trash out of town. Accor 
ding to Ms. Norman, the selectmen will 
have to present a plan for closing the 
present dump, and will need a permit 
to operate a’transfer station, as con- 
templated by the selectmen. 

The plan envisions a green box sta- 
tion, with dumpsters put out by the 
trash hauler and taken away as 
necessary, Greenwood and Woodstock 
set up such a transfer station last fall and 
have operated it with DEP approval, 
though théy are still struggling to get the 
required permit. 

The selectmen aré expected to an- 
nounce the final plan shortly. G.A.N. 
Sanitation Service, of Bethel, owned by 
Dwight and Elaine Merrill, is expected 
to be named the hauler.

Local contractors should get 
bids in on ambulance garage 


The deadline for getting bids in on the Bethel Ambulance Garage job 
is this Friday, and we urge local contractors to hurry down to the town 
office and pick up specifications for the job. Last time we checked, most 
of those applying for the contract were not from the local area. 

This is probably due to a snafu with placing the legal notice, 
The "invitation to bid” on the construction of the building, approved last 
month at special town meeting, was, unfortunately, not placed in the local 
paper (as had been intended) due to what the town manager termed “an 
oversight.” The notice inviting bids from contractors was placed in two 
out-of-town papers, however, so bids have been coming into the town 


office. 


The omission of the notice from the local paper was brought to the 
attention of the town manager and he was urged to delay the opening 
of bids for a week in order to properly advertise the job. He said he was 
against any delay because it would be unfair to those contractors who 
had submitted bids and would be unwise because interest rates, for a 
construction loan, were currently low and would probably go up, Thus, 


bids will be opened this Friday, 


Since it is Bethel taxpayers’ money that will pay for the job, we would 
like to see the work go.to a local area contractor, rather than one from 
some distant town. We certainly have plenty of excellent contractors 
within a 15-mile radius of downtown Bethel. ; 

And so we urge all those local contractors who would like to have a 


chance to bid to move quickly. 
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Here’s a cheap way to improve 
the education of our youngsters 


Area residents have a golden opportunity to improve the education of 
local youngsters. The opportunity is to help pay for a local antenna to 
provide local homes access to public television, Channel 10. This would, 
in turn, give kids a chance to watch decent children’s shows instead of 
monster movies and foreign cartoons, 

WCBB, Channel 10, has received permission from the FCC to erect 
an antenna in Bethel to amplify and re-broadcast Channel 10’s signal, 
which originates in Litchfield. The work will cost $32,000, and when 
operational, the new antenna will provide a clear signal to most Bethel 
area homes. What WCBB needs to get started on the work is $5,000 in 
local contributions. This would immediately be matched by a grant from 
the Bingham Betterment Fund. WCBB will take care of the remainder, 

Why not let WCBB pay for the whole thing?, some people have asked 
when solicited for a donation. The public TV station is non-commercial 
and non-profit. It operates, in good part, on donations from viewers. A 
special capital investment requires a special fund-raising effort. When 
WCBB puta local antenna in Harrison, that community donated the land, 
a building, plus funds. Donations are, of course, tax-deductible, 

Why should I donate for a Channel 10 antenna when I'll be able to 
get Channel 10 on cable?, is another objection raised. Some area homes 
will be on the cable path, and some won't. Also, cable is not free, Chan- 
nel 10 will be free, once we get the antenna up. 

It seems, however, that the most compelling reason to donate to the 
antenna fund is that it will be a gift to all the children in the area, those 
whose families will rent cable and those who won't, It would be a very 
good investment in the education of our communities’ children. 

A number of our towns already donate to Channel 10, through town 
meeting appropriations, realizing the worth of the barely audible signal 
in bringing a better brand of TV into the house. Now it is time for us, 
as individuals, to likewise help the cause. You can call Cathy Ne

Maine Publicity Bureau and the Adult 
Activity Center. 

General government expenses were 
recommended at $84,858, up from 
$79,478 in the current year. On the 
other hand, unclassified expenses, in- 
cluding insurance, employee benefits, 
and interest, was estimated at $72,591, 
in contrast to the current year’s 
$86,789. The budget savings are ex- 
pected to accrue from drastically reduc- 
ed costs for loan interest, with the town 
not borrowing as heavily as previous- 
ly. Inthe current year, interest payments 
were $21,000, while they are expected 
to be only $2,500 next year—not in- 
cluding the interest already budgeted 
for the new ambulance garage. 

A total of $19,875 was earmarked for 
leisure services, including recreation 
and parks and cemeteries. 

The selectmen are hoping to finish 
their budget deliberations this week. 

The budget committee will receive 
the selectmen’s recommendations next 
week. 

In other matters at last Wednesday’s 
meeting, the selectmen approved Ted 
Grover as clerk of the works for con- 
struction of the ambulance garage. They 
also appointed Arlene Greenleaf in- 
terim director of the B.E.A.R.5.

Moses Mason House 


Highlights of the history of Chapman 
Street was the featured topic at the mon- 
thly meeting of the Bethel Historical 
Society held last Thursday evening in 
the meeting room of the Dr. Moses 
Mason House, Society member Donald 
Brown, a long-time Chapman Street 
resident, read a paper highlighting (with 
slides of contemporary and old 
photographs) the history of the street, 
once known in the 1870s as Dutton 
Street, named for Josiah Dutton, who 
lived in the house now owned by Ray 
and Leslie Cooley. Dutton was a house 
carpenter. 

By 1880 the street name had become 
Chapman, derived from Robert A. 
Chapman, one of Bethel’s most suc- 
cessful businessmen, who, according to 
the 1870:census, held real estate worth 
$30,000 and personal estates of 
$20,000, This was in atime when the 
average Bethel citizen's holdings rare- 
ly topped $2,000, 

Chapman: gained hs wealth’ by 
holding large tracts of land, particular- 
ly on Bethel Hill, and diligently

operating his store for more than 50 
years, 

Don Brown pointed out the fact that 
Bethel once had another Chapman 
Street, labelled on the 1878 Bird’s Eye 
View of Bethel Hill as what is now the 
lower-end of Elm Street, Mr. Brown in- 
dicated that several houses date from 
the 1870s and 1880s, some were built 
about 1900 and a number jn recent 
memory, including those of Earl Davis, 
Doris Fraser, G.E, Belisle, Robert 
Keniston and Earlon Paine. 

A physician, Dr, Daniel Davis, once 
lived where Dorothea Hitzrot does to- 
day, He acquired the property for 
$1,700 in 1878 and his probated 
records in South Paris contain a com- 
plete inventory of his estate, including 
what medicines he had on hand at the 
time of his death. 

Later, an undertaker, Albert Grover, 
lived in this house. 

In November 1943, two babies were 
born in two houses on the street since 
their parents could not reach the Rum- 
ford Hospital due to a storm. Dr, Ray- 
mond Tibbetts delivered Timothy 
Brooks at Edna York’s (now owned by - 
Kenneth and Gweneth Bohn) and Julia 
Rase Brown came into the world at 
Henry Flint’s (now owned by Jean 
McGuire). Celia Gorman went about 
the neighborhood collecting flashlights, 
candles, etc. to provide enough light for 
the births, since Bethel was without 
power, 

One of the most interesting characters 
of Chapman STreet, according to 
Donald Brown, was Alberto F. 
Copeland, who carried on a number of 
businesses here including. farm 
machinery, fertilizer, lumbering, real 
estate and farming, For many years he 
was the manufacturer of a leather bit 
which was sold extensively throughout 
the state. After World War {, Copeland 
bought 12 railroad carlods of surplus 
wagons (mainly for the wheels and ax- 
les), In 1896 Copeland was one of 
several from Bethel to seek his fortune 
in the Klondike gold rush, but soon 
hile apparently without becoming 
ricn. 

Mr. Brown concluded his talk by 
observing that Chapman Street has 
many more poeple living on it than it 
did a century ago, testifying to the fact 
that it still is a pleasant street on which 
to live and raise children. 

Prior to the program, a short business 
meeting was held, conducted by Vice 
President Marvin Ouwinga in the 
absence, due to illness, of President 
Alden Kennett. Dr. Ouwinga announc- 
ed that the next meeting would be held 
on May 2 and feature Ben Conant, a 
Saciety member from South Paris and 
curator of the Paris Cape Historical 
Society, Acquisition of the month was 
announced as. a large volume, 
“Soldiers, Sailors and Patriots of the 
Revolutionary War, Maine”, which 
contains much geneological informa- 
tion and is now available to researchers 
in the society’s Eva Bean Research 
Room.
